Examiner's Statement of Reason '5 for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

This Notice of Allowance is in response to the Decision by the Board on June 14, 2006. 

Prior art was foimd, the combination of Stevens, Gottlieb, Bamett, and "What Grocers 
Want", which disclosed many of the features of the Applicant's claims. 

However, the Board found that the combination of Stevens, Gottlieb, Bamett, and "What 
Grocers Want" did not render obvious all the Applicant's features of the independent claims. 
And, particularly, in combination with the rest of the independent claim, that the prior did not 
render obvious a collection center that can dictate what of all or some information is selectively 
extracted from a consumer device. 

Hence, the Board stated that the prior art cited does not disclose the combination of the 
specific features stated above.
